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Group Considers City-wide A pproach 
To Resolve 'Crime Watch’ Problems

The Crime Prevention 
Committee has announced 
plans to initiate a City-wide 
Crime Watch Program fol¬ 
lowing a recommendation by 
Mayor Gil WeidenfekL All 
but one of Greenbelt’s neigh¬ 
borhood Crime Watch 
groups are currently inac¬ 
tive. 

The proposed Crime Watch 
would consist of teams of two 
Greenbelt citizens patrolling 
Greenbelt neighborhoods in a car 
reporting any suspicious activ¬ 
ity to a third team member at a 
base station via portable radios. 
The operator at the base station, 
which would be located at the 
Greenbelt Police Station, 550 
Crescent Road, would relay the 
information to police. 

In no way would citizens ap¬ 
proach or apprehend suspicious 
persons. Teams would operate 
from midnight to around 6:30 
a.m. Each team would serve a 
two-hour shift. Citizens would 
not be expected to volunteer more 
than two hours a month. 

“Crime Watch only works when 
you have three people/* accord¬ 
ing to Greenbelt Police Pfe. David 
Buerger. “You need a base oper¬ 
ator, a driver in the car and an 
observer. Any less than that and 
the driver runs into a telephone 
pole trying to observe/*

Gypsy Moth Spray 
Program Proposed 

The Maryland Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) has trans¬ 
mitted to the City this spring’s 
proposed gypsy moth spray area 
in Greenbelt, and the City has 
requested proposals from quali¬ 
fied aerial pesticide applicators 
for the City’s own supplemental 
spray. The MDA’s proposed spray 
area in Greenbelt is 807 acres, 
139 more acres than the State 
sprayed in Greenbelt last year. 

The State plans to use two 
different products in Greenbelt. 
The eastern half of the spray 
block is to be sprayed with 
Dimilin, an insecticide which has 
proven highly effective in killing 
the gypsy moth caterpillar. The 
western half of the spray block, 
including the area near Greenbelt 
Lake, is set to be sprayed with 
Baccillus thuringiensis (B.t.), a 
bacterium. Dimilin will not be 
sprayed directly over lakes or 
streams, since it has been shown 
to have harmful effects on crabs, 
shrimp, and other aquatic life. 

The City is seeking proposals 
for its own spraying of B.t. The 
area to be sprayed will include 
that area receiving a state spray 
of B.t., as well as a spraying of 
B.t. over Schrom Hills Park, 
which is not in the State spray 
area. The City’s consultant, 
ESPRO, Inc. found a high num¬ 
ber of egg masses in Schrom 
Hills Park. 

The City has also ordered 


remaining in Greenbelt at this 
time is in Springhill Lake, ac¬ 
cording to Buerger. Many neigh¬ 
borhoods have fielded successful 
crime watch groups during the 
past decade. 

Committee Chair Hal Silvers 
is supportive of the program, 
“History shows that we worK 
from crisis to crisis. As soon 
as the problem is over, people 
stop coming out (to help).” 

The burden will no longer be 
placed entirely on the police, Sil¬ 
vers said. “How often do you 
hear people say, ‘The police are 
never here when you need 
them?” 

“If citizens do not embrace 
the Crime Watch Program, then 
the onus is on their shoulders.” 

Buerger, who holds training 
sessions for neighborhoods who 
want to start a Crime Watch 
Program disagrees with a city¬ 
wide initiative. 

“In a city the size of Green¬ 
belt, there are so many different 
areas and types of families. I 
think it would be a better idea 
to attack each neighborhood sep¬ 
arately,” he said. 

Silvers agreed, “You should 
be very familiar with the terri¬ 
tory you're going to patrol.” 

Buerger added: “The worst time 
to try to start a crime watch 
is now, there will be a lack of 
interest from citizens—it’s true 
that people react after a crisis. 


We haven’t had any real bad 
crime lately. Knock on wood.” 

In a letter to Mayor Weiden- 
feld on behalf of the Crime Pre¬ 
vention Committee, Silvers stated 
that “the security of Greenbelt 
depends on all responsible citi¬ 
zens working in conjunction with 
the police department. It is a 
known fact that no police depart¬ 
ment can combat crime and func¬ 
tion effectively without the sup 
port of citizens. 

“Crime watch is not a vigi¬ 
lante effort nor is it intended to 
usurp the professional police au¬ 
thority. It will teach citizens to 
be more alert, to know their 
neighbors and to develop a sense 
of responsibility towards one an¬ 
other.” 

The Crime Prevention Commit¬ 
tee will meet with Mayor Weid- 
enfeld within the next two weeks 
to begin outlining the Greenbelt 
Crime Watch Program. 

Crime Solvers Funds 

In other business, the commit¬ 
tee voted unanimously to donate 
$144 from the now defunct 
Greenbelt Crime Solvers fund to 
the Fraternal Order of Police to 
do with as they see fit. The 
money was raised initially by a 
bake sale to benefit Greenbelters 
who offered information leading 
to arrests in unsolved crimes 
The committee later decided that 
it could not comnete with the 
National Crime Solvers program.

GHI Members Approve Loan 
To Improve GDC Apartments

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) members overwhelmingly 
approved a loan not to exceed $281,000 to Greenbelt Devel¬ 
opment Corporation (GDC), a wholly owned subsidiary of 
GHI, which owns and operates 60 apartments located on 
Parkway. 


Susan Walker, Nominations 
and Elections Committee member, 
reported the results of the mail 
referendum at the GHI Board of 
Directors meeting on February 8. 
She deemed the referendum a 
success with 671 total votes cast, 
41 percent of the eligible voters. 
Also at the meeting, the Board 
approved a contract for masonry 
repairs to units on Hillside Road 
and reviewed three proposals for 
dealing with building cracking 
in other masonry units on Ridg^ 
and Hillside Roads. 

GDC Loan 

GHI members voted 571 for 
and 47 against a loan to GDC 
to finance a comprehensive re¬ 
habilitation program for the 
apartments. An additional 90 
ballots were invalid, primarily 
for not having a signature or 
address. 

The GDC rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram consists of a new heating 
and air conditioning system, new 
building entry doors, additional 
parking and other repairs and 
improvements. While the GDC 
rehabilitation program did not 
require GHI approval, the lending 
of GHI funds for this project 
did. The Board recommended ap¬ 
proval of the 15-year loan at 
11,5 percent interest, with one 
primary purpose to improve 
GHI’s interest earnings. The 
work on the buildings is expect¬ 
ed to be completed by June 1990. 

Masonry Repairs 

GHI Board of Directors ap¬ 
proved for second reading a con¬ 
tract for masonry repairs to 
6 F-J Hillside at a cost not to 
exceed $6,500. Members in those 
units have been informed that 
building movements have ceased 
and that repair work can now 
begin. Cracked mortar joints will 
be chipped out and cracked bricks 
removed and replaced by tooth¬ 
ing into existing brick veneer. 
GHI maintenance staff will re¬ 
paint the affected areas. 

Masonry Stress Crack Study 

Movement and moisture have 
caused cracking in masonry units 
at 3 A-D Ridge, 16-K Ridge, 
18 S-V Ridge, 17 A-F Ridge, 
8 A-D Hillside and 35 A-G Ridge, 
In order to correct and prevent 
these problems, GHI contacted 
three consultants who provided 
three different approaches: the 
use of expansion joints to accom¬ 
modate movement, a procedure 
to stabilize moisture of the soil 
beneath the building perimeter 
footings, and replicating under¬ 
drains. 

The Board spent considerable 
time discussing the technologies 
used in each of these approaches 
with GHI manager Ron Colton 
and Jay Freedman, director of 
technical services. They indicat¬ 
ed that none of these procedures 
will necessarily be the solution 
in all cases and therefore GHI 
was approaching the problem 
from a number of perspectives. 
Individual situations, such as de¬ 
gree of movement in the units, 
level of moisture and ability to 
move equipment into the area, 
must be considered. 

Accepting a management rec¬ 
ommendation, the Board approved 
a contract for $3000 contract with 
LEA Associates for preparation 
of plans and specifications for 
installing expansion joints in 
17 A-F Ridge Road. This is the 
first step in correcting the prob¬ 
lems in this unit where the total 
cost is estimated at about $25,- 


000. This unit is considered par¬ 
ticularly suited for a test build¬ 
ing, since extensive repairs have 
already been done to swales and 
storm sewers in this area and 
because this unit, compared to 
others, has had more limited 
movement. 

The expansion joint technology 
is designed to accommodate a 
limited range of movement and 
is not suited for the worst case 
situations. Retrofitting expansion 
joints is an experimental tech¬ 
nology with no expressed or im¬ 
plied warranty. In this applica¬ 
tion, expert analysis is that there 
is a 75 percent probability of 
success. Once the plans are ready 
they would be submitted to the 
Board for review. Bids would 
then be solicited, reviewed and 
brought back to the Board for 
action. 

Privacy Screens 

The policy on privacy screens 
was the topic of discussion again 
at a GHI Board meeting. Board 
members raised questions about 
the new policy developed by the 
Architecture and Environment 
Committee (A&E). Several mem¬ 
bers expressed the opinion that 
8-foot privacy screens should 
still be allowed without neighbor 
consent, which is the current pol¬ 
icy but would not be allowed in 
the new policy. Sixteen-foot 
fences, now possible with neigh¬ 
bor approval, and longer fences, 
which can currently be approved 
by the Board, would not be al¬ 
lowed under the new proposal. 
Jim Maher, speaking for the 
A&E Committee, said that the 
Committee’s view was that GHI 
yards are generally too narrow 
for long privacy fences. The 
Board directed management to 
consider the various issues raised 
and come back to the Board with 
a revised policy.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again ! ! 

Two of the most common complaints about vehicles are that 
they do not have as much power as they once had or the gas 
mileage has gone down and the engine was just tuned-up a couple 
of months ago. Well, it could be a number of things, but the first 
device that should be checked is the fuel vapor recovery cannister 
system. This is part of the emission control system that recovers 
the excess gasoline vapors that purge from the gasoline tank, and, 
on carbureted vehicles, vapors that purge from the float bowl. 
The system allows re-entry of these vapors in metered amounts 
to be burned thru normal combustion and not vented into the at¬ 
mosphere. 

Two of the most replaced components are the cannister purg¬ 
ing valve and the vapor containment cannister (commonly knonwn 
as the charcoal cannister). These components become contaminated 
with gasoline as a liquid and are not designed to purge a liquid, 
thus annihilating these components. 

One very common way to precipitate cannister contamination 
is to overfill your fuel tank. This occurs when you keep trying 
to feed your tank after the burp and the pump nozzle shuts off. 
The excess fuel goes into the vapor recovery hoses as a liquid 
fuel. This is a no-no because after a period of time the cannister 
can’t purge any more and becomes fuel-soaked, thus not operating 
in its design state. This is when poor driving conditions occur— 
poor spark plug life an intermittent engine service lamp or poor 
fuel economy. These are the first areas that should be checked.
